The 
newly presented claims are not directed to the elected Group VI. Newly presented claims encompass a method of treatment using a 
combination of a soluble Gas6 recepter and a neutralizing antibody against Gas6 and the Gas6 receptor and therefore are not drawn to 
the elected invention, acid.
